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The SR-22 bridge looks like it still needs plenty of work, but it is scheduled to be complete at the end of the month. 


Seventh Street connector to re-open in April 


The 12-month project 
is on schedule for 
completion by the 
end of April.

The northbound I-405/westbound 
SR-22 Seventh Street connector will 
re-open by the end of this month, ac- 
cording to the Orange County Trans- 
portation Authority (OCTA). 


The bridge that links Cal State 
Long Beach to Orange County has 
been closed since last April but the 
12-month project is in its last stages, 
according to Christina Byrne, ~ an 
OCTA spokesperson. 

“This week, the contractor is re- 
moving the temporary bridge supports 
used to form the new bridge,” Byrne 
said. “In addition, crews are installing 
barrier rail ... and will be grinding the 
deck of the bridge.” 

According to Byrne, the connector 
was reconstructed in order to “accom- 
modate two additional lanes under the 
bridge on the I-405.” 

But reconstruction of the Seventh 


Street connector is part of a larger 
$277 million West County Connectors 
project, partially funded by the Ameri- 
can Recovery and Reinvestment Act, a 
2009 federal stimulus bill. 

The project, while creating jobs as 
part of the stimulus bill, will improve 
traffic flow by adding carpool lanes 
in both directions between the I-405, 
1-605 and SR-22, as well as recon- 
structing three bridges, including the 
Seventh Street connector. : 

That project is set for completion in 
2014. 


Still, some residents of Garden 


Grove, Westminster, Seal Beach, Los 


Alamitos and Rossmoor think the proj- 


ect has been a burden. 

Students, in particular, have made 
complaints about the detours and de- 
lays. 

“It’s been really backed up with . 
traffic everywhere because of all the 
construction so it’s really hard to get 
places,” said Theresa Bica, a freshman

rounding the project. “That makes it 
rough on gas too.” 

Byrne said OCTA has had very few 
complaints because the transportation 
organization informed the public about 
the closure two years before construc- 
tion began.

Cal State Long Beach’s Inter- 
net radio station, KBeach, is ex- 
pected to begin broadcasting on 
an FM/HD signal by the end of the 
semester. 

HD radio technology is still 
relatively new, but it is becoming 
more widely available to listeners 
as it is being offered as a standard 
feature in many newer model ve- 
hicles.

Mark Andrews 
almost lost a leg in 
Afghanistan.

After conducting a counter insur- 
gency operation in Helmand, Afghani- 
stan, former Associated Students Inc. 
President Mark Andrews was incapac- 
itated, spent 18 days in various hospi- 
tals and almost lost a leg. 

Andrews was hit by a bullet in the 
leg and is now back in California, in 
the process of receiving a Purple Heart 
from the president. 

“It was nothing short of a miracle 
that I recovered,” Andrews said. “I 
am very blessed because it could have 
been worse.” , 


Andrews said that the whole experi- 
ence was surreal. He said he will make 
a full recovery and be able to walk 
normally again. 

“J got a numb patch because of a 
nerve damage,” he said. “But I guess 
that’s the price I had to pay.” 

Andrews said he is planning on go- 
ing back to work after his. complete 


_recovery. However, he cannot go back 


to Afghanistan and, instead, he will be 
training new recruits. 

Andrews graduated from Cal State 
Long Beach in 2009 with a degree in 
political science. He spent two years 
in ASI, first working as the secretary 
of city affairs and then working as the 
ASI president. 

Andrews said being involved in ASI 
was one of the defining moments of his 
college years. He decided to run for 
president after a few people convinced 
him that he would be the perfect can- 
didate to take ASI in a different direc- 
tion.

“Tt was the ultimate internship,” he 
said. “It’s a real world experience that 
you can’t get in the classroom.

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Senator talks about 
California higher 
education at CSULB 


The ‘Policy on Tap’ 
meeting engaged 
students, faculty, 
staff.

State Sen. Alan Lowenthal discussed 
concerns and suggestions about the 
current educational crisis with Califor- 
nia’s community, state college and uni- 
versity systems with students, faculty 
and staff during a town hall meeting on 
Thursday at The Nugget Pub & Grill. 

The meeting was called “Policy on 
Tap.” 

“It is always great when you can 
have a legislator come in,” political sci- 
ence graduate student Donnie Bessom 
said. “Because we don’t know what’s 
going to happen.” 

Among the many student concerns, 
those ranging from vocational training 
opportunities to student debt, budget 
cuts and program cuts were among the 
most discussed. 

Lowenthal, who serves as chair of 
the Senate Education Committee, ac- 
knowledged the feelings of discontent 
many students and educators have to- 
ward the government. 

“We can sit in Sacramento and 
read about what teachers and students 
need,” he said. “But that’s no replace- 
ment for hearing directly from our 
constituencies, for talking one-on-one 
and hearing individuals express their 
concerns.” 

These concerns are particularly due 
to California’s $9 billion deficit, which 


has resulted in major cuts in the educa- 
tional system. 

In the CSU system, for example, 
there has been a 26 percent budget cut 
within the last four years, reducing 
state funding from $3. billion in 2008 to 
$2 billion this year. 

As a consequence, programs have 
had cuts. 

“The Cal Works Program has expe- 
rienced a 12 percent budget cut within 
the last five years and we’ve seen a 110 
percent increase in homelessness in the 
Los Angeles county alone,” women’s 
studies major Michelle Marino said. 
“That’s just single mothers and chil- 
dren. That is scary, considering that I 
am a single mother.” 

As a solution, Lowenthal endorsed a 
tax initiative suggested by the governor 
of California. 

Lowenthal said if the initiative pass- 
es in November, there would be no bud- 
get cuts for the incoming year. 

However, if the tax initiative is not 
passed, the educational system can ex- 
pect further cuts. 

As stated by Lowenthal, the CSU 
and UC systems can expect to receive 
a $200 million cut if the initiative is not 
passed. 

The community college system 
would take a $400 million cut, and the 
K-12 system $4 billion. 

If such cuts are enacted, Cal State 
Long Beach will freeze spring 2013 
admissions. 

The educational system as a whole 
will experience a cut down of classes 
and hundreds of teachers in every dis- 
trict of the K-12 system will be elimi- 
nated, according to Lowenthal. 

“General tax payers have to pay for 
higher education,” Lowenthal said. “If 
not, we will have to change the stan- 
dards.”

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Beck poured water in the flask 
and suspended the flask with a metal 
chain. The top of the flask was sealed 
with a rubber stopper. The two tubes 
were pushed through the rubber stop- 
per and turned to face out in opposite 
directions, forming an L-shape, com- 
ing out the top of the flask in either 
direction. 

Beck used the torch to heat up 


the .water in the flask, turning it into 
steam. 

The steam came out of the metal 
tubes and caused the flask to spin. 
Beck explained that this type of en- 
gine is called a “Hero’s Engine” and 
was invented in Alexandria. 

“It’s the most basic engine that we 
have,” Beck said. 

Beck used. this demonstration to 
discuss some principles of physics, 
like action and reaction. When en- 
ergy is put into the device (the flame 


produced by the torch), the steam ex- 
pelled creates energy output (caused 
by the spinning motion of the flask). 

Sophomore physics major and vice 
president of the Society of Physics 
Students at CSULB Stephanie Soder- 
gren came to physics demo days to 
learn more about experiments she can 
do, if she becomes a physics teacher. 

“I think the teachers are great and 
I.wish I could have seen some of this 
stuff in my high school class,’ Soder 
said. 
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designing the Student Recreation and 
Wellness Center. 

“It was amazing to be able to see 
and actually walk inside the recre- 
ational center,” he said. “We never 
got to see the actual thing because we 
were gone during the construction.” 

He also negotiated contracts be- 
tween KJazz and KBeach so that 
KBeach would broadcast in HD. 

After he graduated, he spent a year 
working as a sales representative for 
his father in the aerospace industry and 


training to go to the Marine Corps. 

Andrews said that he saw the Ma- 
rine Corps as an opportunity to push 
his limits. 

“T thought I should do something 
where I could push myself even 
though I’m not going to enjoy it,” he 
said. “It’s kind of like that test to what 
I can do.” 

He said it was a life-changing ex- 
perience. 

“You get a better perspective of 
what’s more important,” he said. “It 
taught me patience and humility. To 
come from being able to do a lot of 
stuff and having a real voice here on 


campus to going to the lowest of the 
low.” 

After Andrews finishes his. two- 
year contract in the Marine Corps, he 
wants to pursue his master’s degree. 
He is looking into going to the Univer- 
sity of Southern California and study- 
ing national and homeland security. 

He also wants to be more involved 
on campus as an alumnus. 

“T want to be on the board I was on 
as a student but now with a perspec- 
tive as an alumnus,” he said. “I want 
to keep the prestige of our school and 
work on keeping the alumni connect- 
ed to the school. 
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“THD radio] is definitely something 
that’s going to be still growing, and 
we're going to be at the forefront of try- 


ing to establish a station in that route,” 
Paramo said. 

Paramo said that KBeach’s existing 
Internet program will run separately 
from what will be aired on the HD sig- 
nal, and will serve as a training ground 
for any students who want to work in 
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radio. 


What airs on the HD signal will be 


carefully selected to avoid any FCC 
violations. 


“Initially getting started, [HD con- 


tent is] most likely going to be automat- 
ed,” Paramo said. “So we’ll be choosing 


the music, we’ll be hand-selecting the 
content that is going to go in, and we’re 
going to slowly move towards the live 
aspect of it.” 3 : 

KBeach and K Jazz will have to pur- 
chase separate equipment that receives 
and transmits the HD signal, according 


to Paramo. 

Associated Students. Inc.. will be 
funding the $40,000 ‘project, but 
KBeach intends to reimburse the stu- 
dent government organization with 
advertisement revenue it expects to 
generate.

dents following a five-year plan due to 
less available seats in required classes, 
college debt is skyrocketing for the 
modern college graduate. 

However, students from University 
of California, Irvine have a plan they 
say could lessen the blow of future 
college loan bills as well as help uni- 
versity funding in California. 

FixUC is a proposed plan to charge 
graduating students five percent of 
their annual salary from their future 
job over the span of 20 years. 

This would be instead of charg- 
ing the normal semester tuition. The 
plan would apply to graduates with 
jobs that make between $30,000 and 
$200,000 a year. 

This plan may seem tantalizing at 
first. The proposal essentially assures 
that students will be able to pay off 
their tuition because it will come out of 
money they’re guaranteed to have. 

This would relieve the stress of find- 
ing a first job within the six months 
following graduation before student 
loan bills begin to arrive as well. 

However, there are plenty of flaws. 

This plan does not guarantee 
financial stability for the university. 
Universities would be taking a risk 
because the ultimate tuition they 
would get back would be unknown. It 
is impossible to predict what a student 
would make in their first job.

Also the flat rate of five percent would mean that students in 
majors like engineering and computer science would pay more than 
students in degrees like theater arts. This is because salaries in

‘Cabin in the Woods’ 
not typical horror film

Joss Whedon and Drew Goddard’s 
“The Cabin in the Woods” contains 
every cliché and overused trope in the 
entire horror genre. It is also the most 
wildly entertaining, surprising and 
unique horror movie released in years. 
Those two sentences may seem to con- 
tradict themselves, but that’s the point. 

Whedon and God- 
dard have pulled of 
a Hitchcockian bait- 
and-switch with this 
movie. It’s almost a 
trap that they’ve set 
to lure in unsuspect- 
ing _ slasher-movie 
fans and give them 
something they 
never would have 
expected. .The film 
plays with the expec- 
tations that the audi- 
ence has built up after seeing hundreds of 
similar movies, and right when they start 
to get comfortable with what’s going on, 
everything goes out the window. 

The basic plot involves a group of 
“college students,” who of course all are 
played by actors who look to be at least 
in their thirties. There’s Dana “the vir- 
gin” (Kristen Connelly), Curt “the jock” 
(Chris Hemsworth), Jules “the slut” 


(Anna Hutchison), Marty “the stoner” 
(Fran Kranz) and Holden “the nerd” 
(Jesse Williams). In typical horror movie 
fashion, they decide to visit Kurt’s cous- 
in’s new cabin in the middle of nowhere 
for a vacation. Marty describes the trip 
as an attempt to go “off the grid” as he 
takes puffs on a massive joint. 

After they make it past the over-the- 
top creepy gas station attendant, down 
the dirt road and into the woods, natural- 
ly it isn’t long before all kinds of horrific 
and supernatural circumstances happen. 


We've all 
seen this be- 
fore. The film 
is counting 
on scenes like 
this, As the 


film progresses, 
the audience is 
introduced _ to 
another _film- 
within-a _ film 
element. There 
are technicians 
; filming every- 
thing they do in a giant government facil- 
ity. None of this was an accident. There’s 
clearly some kind of conspiracy here, but 
it is up to the audience to try to figure out 
what exactly is going on. 

Luckily, Marty is essentially an ex- 
tension of the audience. He spends most 
of the movie questioning why people are 
make certain decisions. Anybody who 
knows how stoners, like Marty, enjoy to

watch and nitpick movies will appreci- 
ate this meta element of the character. 

Not much more can be said without en- 
tering spoiler territory, but the film is in- 
finitely more fun if it’s gone into without 
knowing what to expect. If it is possible to 
avoid all trailers for this film before seeing 
it, that would be ideal. It is understandable 
that the studios don’t know how to market 
this. Non-horror fans may avoid it think- 
ing it is a stupid slasher flick, while the 
target .audience of huge horror and sci-fi 
buffs won’t want to see the marketing as it 
gives too much away. 

Hopefully the star-power of “Thor’s” 
Chris Hemsworth and the knowledge that 
it’s written by master-geek and “Aveng- 
ers’ director Joss Whedon will be enough 
to pull viewers in. Fans of Whedon’s pre- 
vious work such as “Firefly,” “Serenity,” 


and, of course, “Buffy the Vampire 
Slayer,” will recognize multiple hom- 
ages to his previous work in the film. 
Those, as well as the many other winks 
at past horror films are all intentional, 
and will make this film worth seeing a 
second or third time. 

“The Cabin in the Woods” is an 
important film, because it has chal- 
lenged Hollywood to revamp the 
horror genre by creating a movie that 
both celebrates and lambasts the hor- 
ror audience. It delivers everything a 
horror fan would want ina film, while 
also making them feel guilty for en- 
joying it as much as they do. Holly- 
wood will keep making teen slasher 
movies, but after seeing this film, 
it will be nearly impossible to think 
about them the same way.

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Dirtbags top UCSB 


in 14-inning contest 


LBSU squeaked out 
a 5-4 victory on the 
second game ofa 
doubleheader on 
Saturday.

The Long Beach State baseball team 
capped its doubleheader against UC 
Santa Barbara at Blair Field Saturday 
night with a 5-4 win in a 14-inning 
nail-biter. 

The game lasted over five hours, 


which was only the fifth time since ” 


1989 that a Dirtbags game lasted that 
long. 

LBSU sealed its third straight Big 
West Conference series victory while 
winning its fifth straight game. 

In what was mostly a pitcher’s duel, 
both teams scratched and clawed with 
LBSU eventually coming out with the 
win. 

The Dirtbags recorded 12 hits over 
49 at bats, but the dramatic win would 
come in the most bizarre of ways. 

“It was kind of a roller coaster night,” 
Dirtbags head coach Troy Buckley said. 
“We had our opportunities and so did 
they, it was just a long day.” 

With LBSU trailing 4-2 in the bot- 


tom of the’ 12th inning after UCSB add- 
ed two runs in the top of the frame, the 
Dirtbags dug deep to score two runs to 
send the game to the 13th inning. 

An RBI triple from sophomore Ino 
Patron scored junior Matt Duffy who 
walked just before Patron got to the 
plate. Sophomore left fielder Johnny 
Bekakis then singled to second base, 
scoring Patron from third to keep the 
game alive. 

With the bases loaded and the game 


tied at four apiece in the bottom of 


the 14th, Gauchos closer Greg Mahle 
beaned Dirtbags left fielder Johnny 
Bekakis scoring shortstop Matt Duffy 
giving the Dirtbags the 5-4 win. 

The game started out as a pitching 
duel between Dirtbags starter Ryan 
Strufing and Gauchos starting pitcher 
Austin Pettibone. 

After two flawless innings to open 


’ the game, Strufing worked out of trou- 


ble in the third inning after surrender- 
ing two walks to Gauchos right fielder 
Joey Wallace and catcher Campbell 
Wear. Wear had entered the game 0-22 
with seven strikeouts on the season. 

Strufing settled down with two run- 
ners on and one out as he retired the top 
of the lineup getting both center fielder 
Brett Vertigan and left fielder Lance 
Roenicke to fly out to left field. 

The first hit of the game came in the 
fourth inning from Dirtbags third base- 
men Juan Avila. 

Avila’s hit came off the end of the bat 
and landed just out of reach of Gauchos

center fielder Brett Vertigan. Avila was 
thrown out trying to steal second on the 
subsequent pitch that brought the in- 
ning to an end. 

Strufing struggled to locate his pitch- 
es in the fifth after hitting Wallace to 
lead off the inning. 

Following a walk to Gauchos short- 
stop Steven Moon, Strufing’s fifth walk 
of the game, Buckley removed him 


from the game in the middle of a 2-1 _ 


count to the hitless Wear. 

At that point Strufing head yet to 
give up a hit or arun in the game. 

“He [Strufing] didn’t deserve to be 
out there,” Buckley said. “He wasn’t 


throwing enough strikes. When your 
starter has five walks in four “innings 
you have to make a change.” 

Junior right-handed pitcher Eddie 
Magallon replaced Strufing. Magallon 
then walked Wear to load the bases. 

Wallace scored’ from third base for 
the first run of the game on a fielder’s 
choice from Vertigan to Patron. 

The LBSU bullpen settled down, 
however, and pitched 10 innings of five 
hit baseball allowing just three runs, all 
of which were unearned. 

After twenty-three innings played 
in the day, the first nine resulting in a 
6-3 victory, and fourteen in the sec- 


ond game the exhausted Dirtbag squad 
jumped on top of Bekakis as they sealed 
a tie for first place with Cal State Ful- 
lerton. 

Patron led LBSU on offense going 
2-for-5 with two RBI. Avila contributed 
three hits in five at-bats, while Bekakis 
went 1|-for-6 with two RBI, including 
the walk off hit by pitch. 

“That’s nice for the short term, but 
we got to get to tomorrow. It’s a long 
season,” Buckley said of the Dirtbags 
Big West record. “We’ve got to do 
things better than we did tonight, but at 
the same time we have to give credit for 
them fighting.”
